hereby declares that the provisions of sub-sections (1) and (2) of section 17 of the said 
Act, shall apply to non-transferablc specific delivery contracts in respect of the said 
commodities in the whole of India,

S.O. 477(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (I) of section 17 
of the Forward Contracts (Regulation) Act, 1952 (74 of 1952), as applied to non-transferable 
specific delivery contracts in respect of (i) mowrasced (mahuaseed), (ii) mowraseed oil 
(Mahuaseed oil) and (iii) gram husk (gram chilka) by the notification of the Government 
of India in the Ministry of Industrial Development, (Department of internal Trade) 
No. 10(2>I.T./72-III, dated the 5th July, 1972, the Central Government hereby declares 
that no person shall, save with the permission of the Central Government, enter into any 
non-transferable specific delivery contract for the sale or purchase of the said commodities 
in the whole of India except the following classes of such contracts: 

(i) Any non-transferable specific delivery contract for the sale or purchase of the said 
commodities which is performed wholly by actual tendering Of goods and the payment 
off the full price therefor; and (ii) any non-transferable specific delivery contract for the 
sale or purchase of the said commodities under which actual tendering of goods becomes 
impossible or unlawful owing to circumstances over which the contracting parties have 
no control.
